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banks do not have to “stand ready to buy it back with a real (gold)”’ 
currency for the reason that the lithographed notes issued by the 
banks are now money, 

These lithographs, now backed by the government as well as 
by the banks, are redeemable in what you like. By presenting one 
anywhere in the dominion—not necessarily at a bank—the holder is 
entitled to receive for it the face value of the bill in whatsoever he 
desires; gold, ice cream, lime, false teeth, cement, plumbing, break- 
fast food, undertaking—any old thing. The lithograph itself is 
simply a token that the holder has become possessed of title to that 
much wealth, the bill constituting an accepted draft against the assets 
of the bank, backed by the tangible wealth and the moral rectitude of 
Canada, So long as convertible wealth to the extent of the aggre- 
gate note issue remains in the hands of the chartered banks who 
are primarily responsible for their redemption, or of the dominion of 
Canada which, as a war measure, has become responsible as endorser, 
the notes are good notes. Primarily, a tremendous percentage of 
Canada’s wealth, upon which this banking rests, arises out of the 
pursuit of agriculture. 

Thus, a carload or two of paper money printed by the dominion 
authorities and applied—through a re-discounting house or how 
you will—toward the purchase of implements, stock and equipment 
to be used by farmers placed on the land would have behind it the 
wealth in agricultural assets of which it had been the medium of 
purchase, together with the productiveness of this much capital 
intelligently used. Its redemption would thereby be guaranteed by 
the greatest safeguard which any bill in this dominion has today— 
the guarantee that Canada’s basic industry will flourish and continue 
to pour wealth into the lap of the empire. i 

The bogey which the Financial Times and all other high priests 
of financial mysticism wave at timorous souls like the Journal is the 
bogey of the French assignats of 1793 and John Laws South Sea 
Bubble currency, the purpose being to create a vision of a hungry 
horde standing behind the lithographing presses filling sacks with 
the green paper, gratis, In well-regulated countries they do not do this 
any more, although some countries have not gotten very far from it 
even yet. In Germany, for instance, they are doing something at 
this present moment which, in its net results, amounts to much the 
same thing as handing the money out without a consideration. 


In raising the latest war loan the German chancellor has resorted 
to the arbitrary method of annexing 25 per cent. of the savings on 
deposit In the banks, giving the depositors bonds for the sums. 
Foreign balances are annexed in the same way and the foreigner who 
has been looking to Germany for a settlement is told that he has 
been credited with the amount in the German bond issue. — This 
money thus pirated is being burned up in war munitions and equip- 
ment and in provender and clothing for a vast army engaged in 
igantic operations of destruction. This much wealth is being abso- 
fatale dissolved and dissipated. In the finish there will be nothing 
tangible left of the wealth which the bonds originally represented 
and the bond-holders will thus be in possession of a token against 
which there is no convertible collateral. If Germany survives and if, 
through the pursuit of production in the subsequent era of peace, she

generations. If not, the bond-holders get nothing for the simple 
reason that there is nothing to get. In a similar situation United 
States floated millions upon millions of greenbacks which were sub- 
sequently made good for the reason that the Union government 
survived and was sufficiently productive to make good the loss. In 
the same situation, however, the secessionist paper became worthless 
lor the reason that the secessionist government collapsed, and those 
who held the paper had no claim which they could enforce against 
the productiveness of the people of the southern states. : 

There is this difference between a government financing a 
military campaign and a government financing a back to the land 
movement that whereas the first ls a movement to destroy the wealth 
which would naturally constitute the security for a national note 
Issue the latter is a movement to increase and multiply it. 

The war issue naturally resolves itself into a bubble currency. But 
there could be no bubble currency about a national note issue which 
gained circulation through a program that increased its face value 
many fold. 

The objection to such a program comes—quite naturally— 
from those to whom government has inconsiderately assigned a 
franchise to issue tokens of wealth, commonly known as bank notes, 
and the method pursued in urging this objection is invariably to 
surround the practices of finance with mysticism and summon the 
bogey of the bubble assignats.

With barbaric cruelty civilization 
has insisted that the sins of impro-

that much of the poverty in which 
many families live 1s preventable/ 
Poor management, reckless expendl- 
ture, drink, gambling and laziness ac- 
count for a great deal of distress, It 
is human nature to say to parents 
who have made no effort to provide 
for rainy days, “you have made your 
bed, you must Ne tn it" But the 
children of those parents could not 
choose the home inot which they would 
be born or the conditions that would 
surround their fragile Ives during 
those early years when the founda- 
Uons of physical, intellectual and moral 
life are laid. Helpless and innocent, 
they are compelled to suffer with the 
gullty, The cry of the child for food 
that the mother ts Powerless to give 
!s the most pitiful cry that the ages 
have known, Yet {n the rich cities the 
child's hunger cry rises above the nolse 


of thelr busy marts, 
Every child has a right to be well 


born, In New Zealand there Is a 
society whose central object {s outlin- 
ed in the report for 1913 as follows; 
“To employ espectally trained and 
qualified nurses, to be called plunket 


community desiring such services on 
matters affecting the health and well- 
being of women, especially during 
pregnancy and while nursing Infants, 
and on matters affecting the health 
and well-being of children—all these 
things being done with a view to con- 
serving the health and strength of the 
rising generation.” The motto of the 
society is, “It Is better to put a fence 
at the top of the precipice than to 
maintain an ambulance at the bot- 
tom.” The fact that the tnfanttle 
death rate in New Zealand is lower 
than tn any other part of the world is 
to a large extent traceable to the work 
of this soctety, Even now there are 
thousands of women who cannot at- 
ford attendance of any kind during 
the time of their lying In. Physiclans 
have not been slow to give evidence of 
the Injury that has been wrought to 
mothers and Infants by ignorant, al- 
though In some cases, kindly attend- 
ants. The remedy of this would seem 
to be tn the extension of free medical 
Service, maternity hospitals and pro- 
perty trained nurses. 

“The business of being a baby,” sald

Some 
parents save their feelings at the ex- 
pense of the child. Hiding behind 
these feelings the state {s content to 
let the child suffer. Danton’s fine 
phrase rings eternally true—-"After 
bread, education is the first need of 
the people.” That education ts a so- 
cial necessity is no longer questioned, 
but Danton's idea of bread first must 
not bo forgotten.
